Ottawa, July 10.— I am in 11 position 
to state authoritatively t hat parliament 
will not meet next week. The new cab- 
inet will be sworn in on Monday and its 
first act will be to pass an order-in-coun- 
eil authorizing the issue of a proclama- 
tion for parliament to meet on Wednes- 
day, August 12 ; usually the seBsion of 
parliament opens on a Thursday, but at 
the first session of a new parliament 
Wednesday is invariably chosen so that 
the Commoners may elect their Speaker 
md the regular opening take place on 
the following day. If it be found t hat 
the proclamation can issue on the Gov- 
ernor-General's order then it will appear 
to-morro.W, 

Evidently Mr. Laurler does not find 
it quite so easy to form a cabinet as the 
slate makers 111 Montreal made it appear 
a few days ago. There is serious trouble 
respecting the English sneaking Catholic 
representation, Ontario influence es- 
pecially from the Toronto district being 
dead against Scott or any other English 
Catholic being taken in. J. K. Kerr, 
president of the Ontario Reform Associa- 
tion is here urging this. If after a life- 
time's service Senator Scott is crowded 
out to satisfy this clique there will be 
a great row. The general belief is that 
Mr. Laurier will not accede to the views 
o f these extremists, but to-morrow will 
tell. 

It is reported to-night to be definitely 
settled that Blair will be minister of 
railways instead of Tarte as previously 
mentioned. 

Mr. Laurier spent two hours with 
Lord Aberdeen this morning, and has 
been in consultation with his friends all 
afternoon and evening. Sir Richard 
Oartwright, lion, David Mills and Mr. 
W m, Patereon of Brant arrived to-day. 

Last week 25 members of parliament 
were gazetted. This week the number 
is increased to 146, showing that the re- 
turning officers are sending in the writs 
promptly. 

Pease produced in and imported from 
the United Kingdom for purposes of 
seed have been placed on the free list. 

The only appointment appearing in 
the Canada Gazette to-morrow is that 
of Chief Justice Davie to be adminis- 
trator of the government of British 
Columbia during the absence on leave 
of Lieut. -Governor Dewdney. 



DAVIN'S LUCKY DAY. 

The Bard Elected by the Returning; Officer's 
Casting Vote-Selkirk Liberals 
Fear a Recount. 

WiNNiPEG,\Tuly 10.— Recounts arenow 
occupying the attention of Western 
politicians. The count was concluded 
to-day in West ABsiniboia, when Davin 
and Mclnnes were declared by Judge 
Richardson to be a tie. Returning officer 
Dixie Watson thereupon gave his casting 
vote for Davin, and declared him mem- 
ber-elect for West Assiniboia. The 
Patrons and Liberals are not satisfied 
with the result, and will probablv enter 
a protest. 

The recount for Selkirk opened to-day 
before Judge Walker, but nothing was 
done, owing to objections raised by the 
Liberals that the deposit necessary for 
the recount had not been paid into court.

LAURIER HELD UP. 

He Must Surrender That Cabinet Portfolio 
Or Someone Will Make Trouble. 

The Vancouver World, which appears 
tn lie recognized in tin; East as tho chief 
Liberal organ in British Columbia, thus 
speaks out its mind on the cabinet rep- 
resentation problem : 

" The representatives from this pro- 
vince in sympathy with the government 
of Hon. Wilfrid Laurier will make such 
recommendations to the Premier as wi 
enable him to select the best available 
man. Our belief is that considering 
everything, and tho solid support the 
government will receive from the Main- 
land, that i Ls claims to recognition are 
paramount to those of any other section 
of the province. We have no desire to 
he considered sectional, but fair 
play 111 politics, as in everything 
else, being bonnie play, we would not 
be true to the trust and confidence re- 
posed in us did we not press the claim 
of this portion of British Columbia in 
view of the prodigious development now 
going oti here. But there are other 
reasons to which we shall hereafter re- 
fer, why the Mainland cannot be ignored 
in the Laurier Cabinet." 

The News-Advertiser takes a broader 
view of the situation, commenting its 
follows: " We fear that British Colum- 
bia will sink in the estimation of her 
sister provinces over the unseemly 
struggle which appears to be going on 
over a seat in the cabinet for one of the 
four Liberal members from this province. 
We have not referred to the subject be- 
fore, hoping that the good sense and in- 
fluence of someof the leading and honest 
Liberals in British Columbia would put 
a summary stop to this miserable ex- 
hibition of selfish egotism on the 
part of these sucking politicians. Wo 
know from our own knowledge that 
there is a number of life-long Liberals, 
both hero and in Victoria, who have dis- 
countenanced any proceedings of this 
kind. They realise, as everyone who 
has the slightest knowledge of political 
affairs must do, that it would be little 
less than a scandal to insist on Mr. 
Laurier placing at the head of an im- 
portant department of state a man abso- 
lutely devoid of any parliamentary 
knowledge, much more of official meth- 
ods. The only Liberal in either house 
who is connected with British Colum- 
bia, who might be appointed without 
causing adverse criticism from men of 
both political parties, is Senator Mc- 
lnnes. But he being in the Senate, it 
would probably interfero with the cab- 
inet arrangements, were he given any- 
thing but a seat, without portfolio."

Chicago, July 10. — It lias been said 
that William Jennings Bryan, of Ne- 
braska, " won fame in an hour," by his 
address on the tariff in congress 
March. 1892, but his race for fame began 
twelve years prior to that date, for he 
was a student of political economy at a 
very early age and was on the stump be- 
fore he was old enough to vote. Mr. 
Bryan was born in Salem, 111., March It), 
1S00. His father was a prominent lawyer 
and a circuit judge. Voting Bryan was 
a graduate of the Illinois college and of 
the Union law college. He married 
Miss Mary E. Baird and put out his 
sign as an attorney in Lincoln, Neb. 
His total income for the first six months 
was $08 ; after that he had a fine prac- 
tice!. His wife has also been admitted 
to the bar and is in more senses than 
wives usually are a helpmate to her hus- 
band. Mr. Bryan is a smooth-faced, 
clean cut, handsome man, a fine speaker, 
a ready debater and an ardent tariff re- 
former. Since liis retirement from 
Congress he has been active upon occa- 
sions in spreading the free silver propa- 
ganda all over the West and down into 
New Mexico, never failing to secure con- 
verts. He began his congressional 
career by carrying an overwhelmingly 
Republican district by 7,000 majority. 
Though his views on finance are at vari- 
ance with those of some great Democratic 
statesmen, recent developments have 
shown that be is in advance rather than 
in the rear of Democratic progress. As 
king ago as 1895, in a speech in Missouri, 
Mr. Bryan said he believed the Demo- 
cratic party would take its position at 
the next national convention and de- 
clare in its platform for the free coinage 
of silver at 16 to 1. 

New York, July 10. — The New York 
Sun (Dem.) has bolted the Democratic 
platform and this morning exhorts all 
Democrats to support McKiuley. 

PASSES THE LORDS. 

Deceased Wife's Sister's Marriage Hill Takes 
Its Third Reading in the Peers. 

London, July 10. — In anticipation of 
the discussion of the third reading of the 
deceased wife's sister's bill to-day, the 
House of Lords was crowded, and the 
side galleries were filled with peeresses, 
including the Duchess of Marlborough, 
who appeared to be keenly interested. 
The Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
York were seated on the cross benches. 
Lord Dunraven moved the third reading 
of the measure, and the Duke of Argyll 
immediately moved its rejection. In so 
doing he described the proposal as an 
abomination directly opposed to the 
Bible, and claimed that it would reduce 
marriage to mere animalism and open 
the door to enormous evils. The bill 
passed its third reading by a vote of 142 
to 104.

In an interview the Chieftain 
said: "We have the strongest and 
most united opposition that has ever sat 
in the Commons since Confederation. 
We will oiler loyal and constitutional 
opposition from the outset. We have 
Bome splendid men in our ranks and I 
have not the slightest doubt as to the 
ultimate success of the Conservative 
party. Mr. Laurier will now nave his 
hands full, and we will await develop- 
ments." The ex-Premier will remain 
in Montreal over to-day. 

Sir A. P. Caron is In the city. He 
says Sir Charles Tapper has assigned 
him to go to work to help him redeem 
what had been lost and that be intends 
to accept the invitation. Sir Adolpho 
adds that there will be a steady fight 
from the start, and he believes the prov- 
ince of Quebec will soon reverse the re- 
cent snap verdict. 

The Witness declares [editorially that 
Laurier will turn out quite as stalwart a 
free trader as Sir Richard Cartwright 
ever was. 

The Star says: " Mr. Laurier is likely 
to stand for re-election in Quebec East. 
Mr. Bechard will open St. Johns and 
Iberville for Tarte. If Mr. Geoffrion 
persists in refusing a portfolio he will 
still be a member of the administration, 
but the third minister with a portfolio 
will be Sir Henry Joly. So the Quebec 
contingent will be Laurier, Tarte, Joly, 
Fisher, Geofl'rion without portfolio, and 
Fitzpatrick, solicitor-general, without a 
seat in the cabinet. The Irish people 
will have a representative in the cabinet 
in the person of Hon. R. W. Scott, who, 
with Sir Oliver Mowat, will lead the 
Senate. The four vacancies in the Sen- 
ate will be filled at once, making the 
Liberal contingent about fourteen in the 
house of seventy. Senator Pelletier will 
be speaker of the Senate, to compensate 
for the selection of Mr. Edgar, who is 
being made speakerof the Commons and 
takes the place of a French Canadian, as 
Senator Pelletier will take the place of 
an English speaking Senator. Mr. Bro- 
deur is down for deputy speaker." 

Toronto, July 10. — The Montreal cor- 
respondent of the Mail-Empire says 
ttiere is a wide difference of opinion ex- 
pressed as to the Governor-General's 
iction in refusing to sign orders-in- 
council submitted by the late govern- 
ment, but there is a unanimity of opinion 
Conservative circles that the Gov- 
ernor-General in acting as he lias done 
has accepted a most extraordinary p„ n rj 
unprecedented attitude. The Liberal 
papers, such as the herald, Witness, 
Soir and Patrie, naturally commend the 
Governor-General and abuse Sir Charles 
Tupper. The French papers are especi- 
ally virulent in their abuse of the Con- 
servative leader, who is held up to public 
scorn. 

Quebec, July 10,— The Mercury savs- 
it is stated that over $60,000 worth of 
Confederate hank notes were used by 
the Liberals in Quebec district. Three- 
fourths of those who took them are 
ashamed to talk, but the heelers are 
laughing at how they " fixed " bribe 
takers.

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, July 10. — Peter Grant 
who assaulted John Englehardt at Stev- 
eston, has been arrested and placed in 
jail awaiting bis trial.

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, July 10.— It is reported that 
the Gabriola coal company have struck a 
seam of coal on Mudge island, measur- 
ing seven feet nine inches in thichness 
at a depth of 980 feet. 

Work is now almost completed in con- 
nection with the placing of the boiler 
and hoisting machinery at the mine, 
which was formerly in use at No. L' pit, 
East Wellington.' Clearing has been 
going on both at the work and at Oyster 
Bay to provide for the addition" of a 
track from the K. A X. railway to facili- 
tate the shipment of coal. 

The steamer Willapa made her usual 
■call here on her northern trip, 
and took on coal at the N. V. C. Co.'s 
wharf. The passenger list comprised 
a party of thirty tourists.

I am informed that a meeting of the 
residents of Esquinialt, Esquimalt road 
and Victoria West is to be called for 
Tuesday evening at Russell's station, 
Mr. Fairall having offered the use 
of bis hall, to discuss the Tele- 
graph and Lime street proposition which 
seems to meet with the approval not 
only of nlmostevery business man in the 
city but of the city council as well. In 
that event there would be nothing hu- 
miliating if the council would delay fur- 
ther construction on the present pro- 
posed pile bridge, for if it is decided that 
a bridge will be put across at or near the 
new electric light station a glance at the 
map will convince the observer that a 
new bridge should commence at Capt 
Grant's and rim in a northerly direction 
to connect with Langford street. 

This would square up the property on 
the hill as originally intended, and indi- 
cated by the city maps, and if it is de- 
termined to build a pile bridge at all it 
should be so situated as to be useful for 
false work at any future time when a 
permanent structure should be decided 
upon.

Chicago, July 10.— The Bryan forces 
made the most of the phenomenal rise 
of the young orator of Nebraska yester- 
day.

It 
served also to give a few hours in which 
cool counsel could prevail against the 
wave of sentiment which was at high 
tide last night.

The Bland managers, while admitting 
the danger of the impetus to the Bryan 
movement, declared it was the result of 
adroit generalship, and that it had failed 
in the purpose to carry the convention 
off its feet. They still held the strong- 
holds of Missouri, Arkansas, Illinois ami 
Texas, and were smilingly confident that 
the actual figures would take from the 
Bryan movement its element of peculiar 
enthusiasm. 

The lesser candidates played a wait- 
ing game, believing the time would 
come when the convention, in despera- 
tion, would turn from the lirst favorites 
and seek others on which sonic strength 
might be concentrated. Ureat interest 
was centred in the course of New York 
and other gold delegates. Their confer- 
ence failed to bring about a determina- 
tion to bolt, except in a few individual 
instances, lint the purpose on the part 
of New* York to refrain from taking part 
in the ballot had an ominous sug- 
gestiveness. 

An hour later than had been sched- 
uled, the convention met this morning 
for the sole and express purpose of nom- 
inating a presidential ticket. Chairman 
White called the delegates to order at 11 
a.m. The gold men took their seats sul- 
lenly and bitterly and with httlo heart 
in the proceedings. To the surprise of 
many .Senator Hill did not appear anil a 
hurried conference was held among the 
New Yorkers as to w hether they would 
best bolt in a body or act each to his own 
liking. It was finally agreed to send a 
committee to Hill asking him to come to 
the convention. 

Miller, of Oregon, also presented an- 
other nominee, Governor Pennoyer, of 
that state. Then when Mattingly, of 
District of Columbia, had seconded the 
nomination of John McLean, the speech- 
making took a let-up. 

It was decided that two-thirds of the 
number of votes cast should be consid- 
ered sufficient, not two-thirds of the 
total number of votes privileged to be 
cast, which cleared the doubts in the 
minds of many as to what would be the 
effect if three hundred irold men should 
refuse to vote. There ure 9;.') votes in 
the convention. 

On the first ballot the to'als were: 
Bland, 234 ; Hryan, 129; PattHon, 00; 
Blackburn, SI ; 'Boise, 07 ; McLean, 54 ; 
Matthews, 37; Tillman, 17; Pennoyer, 8; 
Teller, 8; .Stevenson, 2; llus-sull, 2 ; 
Campbell. 1 ; Hill, 1. Absent and not 
voting, 191). .Some changes were made by 
individual delegates, so the official to- 
tals read: Wand, 233: Bryan, 1(1.");

Official vote on second ballot : liland, 
281 ; Bryan, 190; Pat'tison, Bit); Mc- 
Lean, 51; Blackburn, •)(>; Matthews, ,S7; 
Boies, 117; Stevenson, 10; Teller, 8; Pen- 
noyer, 8; Hill, I; absent and not voting 
169; total 930. 

Before the third ballot was taken, 
Mars ten, of Louisiana, took the platform 
to move the abrogation of the two-thirds 
rule, and the chair ruled the motion 
out of order. The turning of the tide to- 
ward Bryan was alarming the managers 
of the other campaigns, as that gentleman 
skirmished around among his followers 
and canvassed the situation anxiously. 

The total vote o.i the third ballot was: 
Bland, 291; Hryan, 219; McLean, 54; 
Pattison, 97 ; Blackburn, 27; Boies, 30; 
Mathews, 3 1 ; Stevenson, 9 ; Hill, 1. Xot 
voting, 102. 

Fourth ballot: Bland, 211; Bryan, 
275; Pattison. 90; Boies, MS ; Matthews, 
35; Blackburn, 27 ; McLean, 47 ; Steven- 
Bon,8; Hill, I. An effort to make a 
demonstration for Bryan was quelled by 
the chairman. 

On the tilth ballot, Win. Jennings 
Bryan, of Nebraska, was nominated. 
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LABOR IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

It Is Dear Because White Men Demand 
Black Helpers lor All Work. 

The English carpenter has a " boy" to 
carry his tcols for him; the English 
bricklayer bus a native hodman to hand 
the bricks to him, which he proceeds to 
set. Work requiring skill is very often 
done by whites, because they do it much 
better, but white labor leans on and 
uses black labor. So on the railways 
the station master B and guards are 
white, but the heavy jobs which need 
little skill fall to the' blacks; so lield- 
hands and those who actually herd the 
cattle are natives, though there are us- 
ually whites over them in u position of 
authority. 

In all new countries skilled labor is 
dear, hut in South Africa it is excep- 
tionally dear, because the skilled white 
man insists on having blacks beneath 
him, anil black labor, though it is cheap 
if measured by the price paid for it, is 
really dear if measured by what it. ac- 
complishes; for it is unskilled and un- 
certain, the native, except in a few of the 
older parts of the country, not yet hav- 
ing acquired that habit of steady and 
patient industry which makes labor ef- 
fective. It is of course in the newest 
districts, where the natives are still raw 
and scarcely removed from a savage state, 
that this uncertainty is most felt. 

In the gold-fields of the Transvaal and 
Mashonaiand, the supply of native work- 
people often falls short, although at 
Johannesburg a native can earn three 
pounds (fifteen dollars) a month besides 
his food and such lodging as bo needs. 
The development of the mines is of 
course to some extent retarded by this 
difficulty of obtaining a permanent sup- 
ply of labor.— (" Impressions of South 
Africa," by James Bryce, M.P., in the 
July Century.

RECIPROCITY. 

We are tolil that one of the first things 
which the present Government propose 
to do is to send a Commissioner to Wash 
ington to negotiate a treaty of recipro 
city. The present does not appear to be 
a favorable time to treat with the United 
States for reciprocity in trade. The 
presidential campaign is in full blast, 
and neither party will be willing to 
enter into trade arrangements with 
Canada which may be unpopular with 
any considerable number of electors 
We know that there are many influen- 
tial Americans who are strongly opposed 
to reciprocity with Canada as long aa 
she retains her connection with Great 
Britain. Those who hold thisj view have 
said repeatedly and plainly that the only 
condition on which the United States 
will consent to free commercial inter- 
course with Canada is that of political 
union. The Boston Standard discussing 
the subject of reciprocity with Canada 
lately said : 

Nothing would bring about political 
union sooner between Canada and the 
United States than a commercial union, 
and as many on this continent, on both 
sides of the line, desire the former, it is 
likely to best he reached by the latter 
plan. 

The New York Sun is even more out- 
spoken. It says : 

Never again shall we consent to give 
our English-speaking neighbors the im- 
mense boon of free access to the Ameri- 
can markets, unless they in return agree 
to share the responsibilities of American 
citizens. Hut while we speak frankly 
and firmly on this point, we heartily 
acclaim the advent of the Liberals to 
power at Ottawa. They laugh at the 
silly talk about Imperial federation ; 
they are friendly to our institutions and 
our people; they fully appreciate the 
value to Canadians of free trade with 
the United States; and when they are 
convinced by experience that the in- 
estimable privilege is procurable only by 
one course, amalgamation with the 
United States, they will see to it that 
the course is taken, 

Canadians of both parties are, we be- 
lieve, fully alive to the advantages of 
freer commercial intercourse between 
their country and the United States, but 
none of them are prepared to give in 
exchange for that advantage, valuable 
as it no doubt is, their allegiance to 
Great Britain. Observant Americans 
must see that Canadians as a people 
have not the slightest desire to throw- 
in their lot with the citizens of the 
United States. There always have been 
a few annexationists in Canada, but 
their number has been insignificant in 
proportion to the whole population. We 
believe that if their numbers could he 
ascertained it would be found that there 
arc fewer of them in the Dominion to-day 
than there have been at any time since 
Confederation. Canadians have been 
for the last twenty years or so gradually 
forming a higher opinion of their own 
country and placing a lower estimate on 
the advantages of the United States. 
The announcement, then, that Cana- 
dians will not be able to obtain recip- 
rocity from the United States unless 
they first consent to annexation bus no 
influence whatever on the great body of 
the Canadian people. 

NOT WHAT THEY PROFESS. 

The advocates of tiie free and un- 
limited coinage of silver in the United 
States profess to bo bimetallists. They 
would have the metal money of the 
nation to be 6of7i gold and silver. Their 
opponents say that the effect of legal- 
izing the free coinage of silver at a fixed j 
ratio to gold which would give the silver j 
u fictitious value would be to make! 
silver the only money metal. The 
holders of gold, they contend, would not, 
exchange it for silver at the legal ratio 
Hi to 1. They would take it to a market 
where they would get a great deal more p 



for It r and the tonsenneiico would bo 
that gokl would immediately cease to be 
circulated as money. This is not the 
opinion- of a few politicians who have 
not the opportunity to study the ques- 
tion, bust it is the conclusion come to 
by students who have no other object 
than to arrive at the truth. One of 
these students and a man of uncommon 
ability is Dr. Arendt. lie, in an article 
in the North American Review for June, 
says : 

"If it is now desired to perpetuate the 
gold standard in Europe, let t he Govern- 
ment at Washington adopt free coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 1 :lf>. At present, 
after the closure of the Indian mints, 
this step could not jwssiblv have any 
other result than to make the American 
standard a silver standard. The price 
of (diver, of course, would hut not to 
5f>U., and not permanently. The United 
States would have a standard not mater- 
ially dilloront from that of Mexico. All 
ihotHstulvantages »' ul a 'l tliu ail van - 
tagos of it lluctuating and depreciated 
mouev standard would follow. Gold 
monometallism would ba replaced by 
silver monometallism; the double 
standard would become nominal. 
No bimetallist can approve of 
this. Free coinage of silver in the 
United States would result in harm to 
Europe no doubt, but also in advantage. 
Perhaps the harm would predominate; 
but one thing is certain, the absorption 
of the American gold, the continual sup- 
plies coming from the American gold 
production, would for a long time to 
come relieve the European powers of all 
anxiety toi their gold standard. The 
monetary anarchy would thus he per- 
petuated* for a space of time beyond esti- 
mation. Only by insisting in all coun- 
tries in an unequivocal manner on the 
international solution of the currency 
piestion can international bimetallism 
be attained. 'No more experiments!' 
is therefore the only appeal which the 
European bimetallists a Idresa to those 
of America; no silver purchases, no 
silver coinage, otherwise than on tin; 
basis of international agreement; and no 
more abortive attempts to bring them 
about," 

This is reasonable, If Dr. Arendt's 
conclusions are sound then the advo- 
cates for the free coinage of silver in the 
United States should not call themselves 
bi-raetallists, for they are really inono- 
nietallists. They are the advocates of 
a single money standard, and that 
standard is silver. It is hard to tell 
what the condition of business in the 
United States would be if its Govern- 
ment redeemed its paper in silver dol- 
lars worth much less than one hundred 
cents each. If the law compelled every 
creditor to receive such dollars in pay- 
ment of debts, no mutter when contract- 
ed, the whole country would he in a i 
state of financial confusion that would | 
be most deplorable. There is.no doubt, 
good sense and sound principle enough 
in the States to prevent such a consum- 
mation. 



REASSURING. 



The Toronto Globe, in its issue of the 
L-'nd instant, speaks with authority on 
the course to be pursued by the Laurier 
Government with respect to trade. What 
is the nature of its announcement? 
Does it declare that the policy of free 
trade promised in Mr. Laurier's speeches 
and advocated in the columns of the 
Globe and other Grit organs is to he put 
in force with the least possible delay ? 
Does it tell the business men of Canada 
that " every ve3tige of protection " is to 
he eliminated from the tariff? It does 
nothing of the kind. It informs them in 
honeyed accents that the system 
which it has time after time denoun- 
ced as ' robbery' — ' legalized robbery ' — 
is to be continued for an indefinite per- 
iod. It tells the manufacturers and 
others in effect not to be alarmed, that 
Mr. Laurier and his Government do not 
intend to hurt them, that his talk before 
the election about the advantages and 
the beauties of free trade was mere bun- 
combe, intended to tickle the ears of 
some of the electors who had made a fad 
of free trade, but that neither he noranv 
of his colleagues ever intended to carry 
it out in practice, 

The Globe's reassurance will no doubt 
do good. The minds of a great many 
persons will he eased to learn from the 
highest Grit authority that Mr. Laurier, 
when, previous to the election, he expa- 
tiated on free trade, was only humbug- 
ging the electors; and patriotic Conser- 
vatives will rejoice that the business of] 
the country is not to be irreparably in- j 
jnred to give Mr. Laurier a diameter for 
sincerity and consistency . lint it does look 
<iueer to see the men who have been 
for the last fifteen years or so preaching 
free trade and denouncing protection, as 
soon as they are placed in a position to 
carry their principles into practice 
adopting the policy and the principles 
they had ridiculed and condemned. To 
show our readers that we are not exag 
aerating or in any respect misrepresent- 
ing the declaration of the Globe, we 
reproduce below its announcement and 
some of its observations thereupon: 

We are at liberty to announce that 
the tariff will not he revised during the 
short summer session of Parliament, but 
will remain unaltered until the early 
part of next year, the intervening period 
being occupied by a careful inquiry into 
the conditions of industry in all its 
branches, agriculture, manufacturing, 
There are reasons in favor of as 
but 



which would result from hasty and ill- 
considered action. Mr. Laurier has 
been asked to declare-hia policy in order 
to put an end to the suspense -which 
arises from tho expectation of change. 
It is obvious tlmt he cannot 
announce in advance the details 
of the changes. Such a course 
would ho a wide departure from* the 
usual practice, and, besides, in the pres- 
ent case, it would be anticipating the 
result of the inquiry. The utmost that 
can he done is to indicate the lines up- 
on which reform will) proceed. We may 
put out of the question the possibility 
of applying the principle of absolute 
free trade in Canada. We may also put 
out of tha question the idea that the 
bringing of ithe tariff, to a revenue basis 
means the destruction of " every vestige 
of protection." In all that was said and 
written during the campaign, in Sir 
Oliver Mowat's address, in Mr. Laurier's 
reply to Mr. Bertram, in the articles of 
the Globe and other Liberal jouvnals, the 
necessity of eauAious and considerate 
dealing was emphasized. It would have 
been both unwise and dishonest to take 
the opposite course ; unwise because it 
would have needlessly alarmed business 
men, mechanics and others, who have 
interests hound up with the present sys- 
tem, and dishonest because it would 
have- aroused in the breasts of free trad- 
ers and advanced reformers hopes which 
would not be realized. The large popu- 
lar vote polled for the Liberal candi- 
dates in the Ontario cities shows that 
tl*3 classes that were supposed to bu 
most interested in the protective tariff 
bad confidence in the assurance that the 
Liberal policy was to lie of a construct- 
ive not of a destructive character. 

What does all this mean? Does it, not 
signify that free trade, good a thing as it 
has been represented to he by Mr. Lau- 
rier and his fellow-Grits, is not suited 
to the present circumstances of Canada ? 
And who is to say that it will bo better 
suited to its oircumitances one. two or 
three years hence than it is to-day? 
Will there not be ttie same difficulties to 
overcome, the same conflicting interests 
to reconcile and make allow- 
ances for, if the change is made 
five years alter this as there are 
to-day? If free trade is as good 
a system as Mr. Laurier, Sir Richard 
Cartwright and the rest have over and 
over again represented it to he, if its 
operation is calculated to make so bene- 
ficial a change in the circumstances of 
the country and in the condition of its 
inhabitants of every class, as they have 
demonstrated time and again, why not 
give it to the country at once? Why do 
they stand trembling on the brink of 
happiness and prosperity as if they be- 
lieved that to take the plunge would be 
fatal? It - is hard to account for their 
seriousness and their timidity in any 
other way than that they have no faith 
in their own cure for the ills of our 
body politic. Then again, will nut the 
uncertainty and instability which the 
sitting of a commission must induce be 
exceedingly injurious to trade'.' Com- 
missioners are never in a hurry, and no 
onecan tell when their inquiries will close 
and what will be their findings. The [nil- 
icy foreshadowed by the Globe is evi- 
dently the policy of dilly-dally, shilly- 
shally, hitherto so grateful to Mr. Laurier, 
but always and everywhere most injuri- 
ous to business.

NEEDLESS INDIGNITY. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell Protests Against the 
Parading of the " Chain Gang " Through 
the City Streets. 

Publicopiriion throughout the province 
seems very much of a unit in regard to 
parading ! lie chain gang from the pro- 
vincial jail on the streets of the city, 
though no one objects to the prisoners 
being compelled to care for the grounds 
of the several provincial institutions. 

This often discussed subject, of the 
marching of prisoners — some of them 
guilty of no crime other than yielding to 
the vice of intemperance— through the 
city streets in charge of an armed guard, 
was last night the text of a very strong 
expression of disapproval fioin Rev. Dr. 
Campbell, ot the First Presbyterian 
church, bis remarks being made at the 
regular weekly prayer meeting. 

He had, he said, been in many places 
in the Dominion, but had never wit- 
nessed this offensive exhibition of 
thoughtless crueltv till he came to the 
Royal City of the Pacific Coast. He re- 
ferred to the degrading effect it bail on 
the prisoners themselves; to the in- 
jurious effect on the children, who not 
infrequently " played chain gang " ; and 
to the revolting sight it was to good anil 
refined citizens. 

One particularly strong illustration was 
given, the case being instanced 
of a young man not long ago 
sent to jail jfor a comparatively 
trivial offence committed in the course 
of a spree ; only a lew days later thin 
young man was marched in the chain 
gang morning and evening past bis 
father's door, the sight of his disgrace 
proving keenest torture to the loving 
ami aged mother and the respected and 
upright father. 

In consequence of their pastor's re- 
opening of the Bllbjecl it is expected that 
the congregation of the First Presby- 
terian church will immediately initiate 
an agitation for the abolition of the prac- 
tice complained of, continuing their cru- 
sade against the inarching of the chain 
gang through the streets until the point 
is gained.

PUBLIC SCHOOL BOARD. 

Proposed Improvements in the Buildings 
Bad Furnishings— Vacancies in Hie 
Teaching Stair. 

The school hoard met last, evening, 
Mr. Cbas. Hayward, chairman, presid- 
ing and Trustees Mrs. Grant and Messrs. 
Lovell, Yates, Belyea, MeMicking and 
Saunders also present. 

An application for desks for the chart 
class at the South Park school was re- 
ferred to the supply committee; and a 
complaint from a parent that herdaugh- 
ter had not been allowed to leave school 
one afternoon an hour before closing 
was referred to Mrs. Grant as a special 
committee of inquiry. 

Mr. McNeill presented a report on the 
pupil teachers' examination, showing 
that Miss Brown obtained a total of .'119 
marks or 7b :i , tier cent., and Miss (Iran t 
814 marks, 7$}4 per cent., each obtain- 
ing ii second class certificate. 

Miss Ida M. Carmiehael and Miss Ar- 
rowsmith wrote resigning their positions 
ita teachers. 

Mr. Sheridan interviewed the meeting 
on the subject of the blackboards, which 
it iB his desire to cover with his patent 
slating. This would cost 5 cents a squaie 
loot, and last from three to live years. 
It leaves the boards a perfect black. 
The matter was left in the hands of the 
alterations and repairs committee, with 
power to act. 

Mr. Spragge then addressed the board 
on the subject of a patent dustless oil 
for which be is agent, This oil being 
applied to a wooden floor, the effect, is 
to prevent dust being raised in sweep- 
ing. He produced local testimonials 
from B. Williams it Co. and Dr. Lewis 
Hall. He thought that once the floors 
are saturated, a re-coating once a year 
would be sufficient. The matter was re- 
ferred to the repairs committee, with 
power to act on the suggestion that the 
oil might be tried on one room. 

A number of applications for positions 
on the teaching staff were received and 
tabled. 

A report from the school attendance 
officer, giving statistics of absentees, also 
suggested a reformatory for some of the 
boys who persistently play truant. Re- 
ceived and filed. 

The majority of the supply committee 
presented a report recommending the 
payment of $16 a month for the use of 
the secretary's oflice by the board, and 
also that the council lie urgently re- 
quested to provide a suitable room for 
the use of the board together with a safe 
to contain the board's books and papers. 

Mns. Grant explained that she had 
not signed this report because she could 
not consent to paying this amount for 
the use of the secretary's room in view 
of the retrenchment in other directions. 
She thought that arrangements should 
have been made with the council long 
ago.

Annual Report Remarks on the Im- 
provement of Trade During 
the Year. 



New OHieers Electerl-Entvanco Fee 
of Members Reduced to 
Twenty Dollars. 



The Board of Trude yesterday held 
their annual meeting nt which the prin- 
cipal business done was the reading of 
the reports and election of new mem- 
bers. The president, Mr. D. R. Ker, 
presided, and besides the members Mr. 
S. J. Pitts, a former resilient of Vic- 
toria, was present by invitation. 

The secretary read the following re- 
port: 

To Ike Members of the British Columbia 
Board of Trade: 

Gektlemen : — In presenting the seven- 
teenth annual report, we liuve to congratu- 
late members of the board upon the im- 
provement which lias taken place in the 
trade and commerce of the province during 
the past twelve months. I'he causes which 
have led to this revival, together witli some, 
other matters of interest, are now briefly 
referred to : 

MININS MATTERS. 

The value of the output of minerals, 
other than coal, increased from about $SIX),- 
000 in 1891, to approximately $5,0011,000 in 
the year 1895, as follows: 

Trail (■reek District •J2.!»72 tons; yield- 
ing 45,950 o/.s. gold, 2,572,8/HJ n> s . copper. 

Slocan District-9,309 tons shipping ore, 
30,000 tons concentrates; yielding l,s:S7,10U 
ozs. silver, 17,1-15,000 I lis. lead. 

Ainsworth District — lo\till tons; yielding 
005,550 ozs. silver. 2~*,90l>,800 lbs. lead. 

Nelson District -3,707 tons; yielding 17(1.- 

660 ozs. silver, -i!)l,:>7u lbs. copper. 
West Kootenay— placer gold, $10,520. 
Cariboo, Cussiar, Vale, Lillooet, and East 

Kootenay— placers, $491,025. 

Fairview and Camp Mc Kinney— placers, 
$135,000. 

The output has continued to increase 
during the past six months, especially in 
the Trail district, where many claims are 
already giving results which promise to 
make that sub-division one of the import- 
ant gold producers of the world. 'I'he aver- 
age value of the ore is about $40 per ton, 
principally gold, with a percentage of silver 
and copper, but far higher grades are found 
in the lowest levels, and in the case of the 
Le Roi some of the richest ore yet taken 
from that mine was found 500 feet below 
the surface. Another characteristic of the 
Trail district is that nearly all the ore veins 
so fiir developed have been found to widen 
With depth. 

As it is intended to supplement this re- 
port with particulars of the shipments ol 
Ore from each of the mines, it is unneces- 
sary to refer to more than the principal 
ones: 

The Le Roi was located in July. 1890, and 
development commenced in December of 
the same year. The lirst shipment of ore 
a carload, was made in the fall of the lot 
lowing year, the smelter returns being$80.40 
per ton. Shipments of any magnitude, how- 
ever, did not commence until January, 1891, 
in which year 0,000 tons were made 'to Un- 
ited States smelters. In 1895 the shipments 
were nearly double that quantity, and the 
present output is 100 tons per (day, average 
value$40 per ton. The company owning 
this mine has paid the sum of $175,000 in 
dividends. 

Regular shipments of ore from the War 
Eagle mine commenced in January, 1895 
the shipments to the 30th ultimo being 12, 

661 tons. The company has paid the sun 
of $157,000 in dividends in the same period 

To the richness of the ore of these two 
nones is largely due the wonderful dev- 
elopment which has taken place in the 
Trail district during the past eighteen 
months. All the country for miles around 
Rossi and is staked out in mineral claims, 
and whilst the great majority of them 
will undoubtedly prove disappointing 
to their sanguine holders, yet many of t hose 
now under development are returning more 
encouraging results than were obtained in 
opening up the two mines first referred to. 

A narrow-gauge railroad 1.'! miles long 
now connects Rossland and the principal 
mines with the town of Trail, on the Col- 
umbia river, where a smelter has been erect- 
ed capable of treating 250 tons of ore per 
day. 

The Canadian Pacific railway proposes to 
extend its line from a point opposite Rob- 
son, on the Columbia river, to Trail, and 
also the branch hi Vernon, in order to 
serve the mines situated near Rossland. 
The Red Mountain railroad will probably 
he open for trallic in October next, and will 
give all-rail connection with two United 
States transcontinental railroads. These 
important works indicate the permanency 
of the mines in Trail district. 

Ordinary lahor is paid $2.50 per day; 
skilled labor from $3 to $3.50, but tnesupply 
is already more than the demand. 

At the Hall Mines on Toad mountain it 
is estimated that there are upwards of 1 20,- 
000 tons of ore in sight. An aerial ropeway 
delivers it at Nelson, distant \}4 miles, 
where a smelter, owned by the company 
operating this group, concentrates it into a 
" matte," one ton of which contains the 
product of eleven tons of the ore. The 
average value of the "matte" is $240, as 
follows : 

Silver, 270 ounces; copper 45 per cent; 
gold, $3 per ton. 

A large number of free milling gold 
claims have recently been located near Nel- 
son. 

The smelter at Pilot Bay has stimulated 
silver mining in the Ainsworth sub-divis- 
ion since it commenced operating in March 
1895; it has, however, been supplied with 
ore principally from the blue hell mine, 
owned by the Smelter Company. 

The Slocan sub-division is another 
mining centre, the discovprips in 
which were made in 1891. The min- 
eralized lir«'U is about 20 miles in 
Length ami 12 miles in breadth, and not- 
withstanding the ruling low in ice of silver 
it contains over thirty mines that are ship- 
ping ore. The gross earnings of sixteen of 
these mines for the lirst six months of this 
year are estimated at one and a half million 
dollars, about, one-third of which is avail- 
able for dividends. 

The shipments from the Slocan Star mine 
amount to about (fW tons per month, which 
yield approximately 100 ounces of silver 
per ton and 70 per cent. lead. The owners 
of this mine have just completed a concen- 
trator, and the sum of $100,000 was recently 
pairl in a dividend. 

The principal mines of this subdivision 
are served by two railroads, the Canadian 
Pacific and the Knshi A Slocan. a short line 
terminating at Kaslo, on the Kootenav 
lake. 

The enormous coal fields in the Crow's 
Nest Pass are attracting great attention in 
consequence of the large demand for coal 
for smelting purposes in the Kootenay dis- 
trict. The coal is stated to be an excellent 
one for coking and to hear transportation 
without breaking, from assays made by 
31r.. I [oil man, the Dominion Government 
nssayer, and other competent assayers, the 
coal seems to be peculiarly suited tor metal- 
lurgical purposes. The building of the 
British Columbia Southern railway would 
open up these coalfields and put them 
in Communication with the Kootenay 
smelters. 

It is believed by many of t he oldest mid 
best informed miners that mineral wealth I 
equal to that of any other part of t he prov- 1 
ince lies in Cariboo, the rivers of that tl is- ' 



trict having yielded in past years nearly 
fifty millions dollars in gold. The 
auriferous deposits are very rich and 
extend over a large area. Works 
are now in progress for hydraulic 
mining on a large scale., but it. will be at 
least another year before the mines are 
fairly opened no. 

The impetus that would he given to de- 
veloping the mineral wealth of Cariboo by 
the construction of the projected Hrit'sli 
Pacilic' railway can hardly be over-estimat- 
ed. At present this rich country is prac- 
tically closed to mining, other than placer, 
on account of the great cost of getting in 
machinery and supplies. 

The Mainland coust ami the islands con- 
tinuous are highly mineruliVd, and con- 
tain varieties of excellent betiding stone 
and marble, soft black slate, graphite, lime, 
liquid asphaltum, and the best coal found 
on the Pacific seaboard. 

DEVELOPMENTS ON VANCOUVER ISLAND. 

The Vancouver Island coal output for 
1895 was 939,054 tons, a slight falling oil' 
compared with the previous year, owing to 
the low freights which have prevailed mid 
the consequent reduced values of English 
and Australian coals. Notwithstanding 
this competition, the Vancouver Island 
collieries placed 951,295 tons on the Cali- 
fornia market against about one million 
tons from all other sources. Very superior 
eoke is being produced from Vancouver Is- 
land coal in quantities to meet present de- 
mands, but 100 additional ovens are being 
built. 

ICxtensive development work is being 
done on mineral claims in Alberni district, 
a large area of which in threaded by veins 
carrying gold, cepper, and silver. The in- 
dications from surface rock are very en- 
couraging, whilst the accessibility of the 
claims— many being on deep water cheap 
' ransport charges on ore to ( 'oast smelters, 
an unlimited supply of coke at hand, abun- 
dance of wood unci water, and mild cli- 
mate throughout the year are advantages 
rthich will not be lost sight of by capital- 
ists seeking milling investments. The 
auriferous deposits of this district are also 
receiving the attention they fully de- 
deserve. The pioneer hydraulic company 
has commenced work on the benches, and 
it is expected thai returns will be available 
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In the Barclay district, contiguous to 
Alberni. immense bodies of ore have been 
found, the surface showings being very 
similar to the Trail ore already referred to. 
Development work is now progressing. 

The deposits of iron ore, both hematite 
and magnetic, are very extensive in this 
district, and at other points on Vancouver 
island. Many of these deposits are on good 
harbors, which together with other natural 
advantages, not the least important ol 
which is the necessary and convenient 
Muxes for smelting, should enable iron to 
he produced as cheaply as in any other part 
of the world. The duty on pig iron enter- 
ing Canada is $1 per ton. and there is a 
Dominion bounty of $2 per ton ot all pig 
iron manufactured in Canada from Cana- 
dian ore. 'flic protection utl'oriled the home 
market and proximity of such markets as 
China and Japan with competitive steam- 
ship services thereto, together with the in- 
ducements here indicated, have only to be 
better known to attract the capital neces- 
sary for the establishment of large blast 
furniccs in this province. 

Next in importance is Texada island, 
which also contains large bodies of mag- 
netic iron ore, limestone, copper, gold and 
silver. Development work is in progrt ss. 

It is not within the scope of this report 
to refer to several other islands and por- 
tions of the province which deserve men- 
tion under this head ; sufficient has already 
been stated to indicate the vast mineral re- 
sources of British Columbia. Taking into 
consideration the sparse population— one 
white to about six square miles of territory — 
and limited capital, the development of the 
same is satisfactory , but it is insignificant 
to what may be expected during the next 
live years. 

For the prospector the field is practically 
unlimited, anil any person over the age of 
eighteen years can obtain a free miner's 
eertilicate on payment of $5. Claims may 
be located 1,500 feet in length by 1,500 feet 
in breadth ; to bold these it is only .neces- 
sary to work them to the value of $100 in 
each year for live successive years, and to 
record particulars at the government office, 
when a crown grant will be issued. A free 
miner may enter upon any crown lands 
and cut such timber as may be required for 
the purposes of the claim or claims being 
worked by him. The mining laws have 
been framed so as to facilitate as far as 
possible development in every stage, and 
experienced mining men from the United 
States speak in terms of highest com- 
mendation of their liberal scope and 
justice. 

FISHERIES OF Till-; PRONINCE. 

The fisheries of liritish Columbia im- 
probably the richest in the world. Al- 
though only two million dollars is invested 
in them, the exports under this head dur- 
ing the liscal year ending June 30th, 1895, 
amounted to $3,2(54 500. 

There were 17 salmon canneries in opera- 
tion, and the total puck was 500.395 cases, 
valued at $2,831,875, which is 72,024 cases 
more than that of the previous year. The 
w hole lias been disposed of at fai rly remun- 
erative prices. 

'I'he l'raser river continues to be the chief 
source of supply, and, in consequence of 
favorable natural conditions, the success of 
the hatcheries. Im ,l regulations for the 
preservation of the young salmon and pro- 
tection of the spawning grounds, there are 
no signs of decrease of merchantable fish. 

This Board having urged that more 
hatcheries lie established on the I'Tuser. 
Skeena, and Naas rivers, ami Rivers 
Inlet, an assurance bus been received 
that these recommendations will be car- 
ried out. A butchery is to he estab- 
lished on the Skeena this year, and others 
will be built next year at some of the points 
named. 

This board also asked that cotton lines 
% inch and under, used in the manufac- 
ture of fishing nets, be admitted free of 
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An order-in-council recently issued 
that all such lines up to 5-10 inch 
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i the free list. 

Prince, Dominion Fishery Com- 
isiteil this coast in August last 
purpose of enquiring into the 
irees of liritish Columbia, and 
I'aniiers, and others interested 
were enabled to place before him the result 
of their observations connected with the 
lish in our provincial waters. Such confer- 
ences, together with the personal observa- 
tions of one so well qualified as Professor 
Prince, are highly henebcial to the lishing 
industry, and already much of the friction 
which existed between the dinners and the 
Department id' Fisheries has disappeared. 

'J he export of fresh salmon, Irozen and 
packed in ice, amounted to a million anil a 
quarter pounds. This new branch of the 
tisliing industry, it is complained, is at 
present retarded by high freight rates. 

Particulars of the salmon pack by can- 
neries, and distribution of the same, will 
be found in the appendices. 

A trial shipment of live lobsters, Eastern 
oysters and black buss has just reached this 
province for experimental purposes. 

The sturgeon, which are so plentiful in 
British Columbia, afford a fishery which is 
capable of development on a large scale. 
Professor Prince stated that the sturgeon 
found here are liner than those in Russian 
waters, and he saw no reason why this 
irovince could not compete with Russia in 
he several products of such an industry. 
The exports of halibut, which practically 
commenced less than two years ago, 
amounted to two million pounds during 
1895, and Inspector John McNab estimates; 
that at least as much more was caught in 
British Columbia waters by United States 
fishermen. Our lishcrmen have conse- 
quently had to dispose of their catch in 1 
United States markets fairly well supplied 
with lish in every respect equal to their 
own, and prices have been lowered 1 
accordingly. They have been further 
handicapped by having to pay United 
States duty, half a cent per pound— that I 



is: $10,000 on the year's operations. A 
new and very important industry is there- 
fore threatened with extinction. The mat- 
ter was brought to the notice of tne Do- 
minion government in Jnnuoay last, and it 
is understood Unit the steamer Quadra is 
to be commissioned to this service as well 
as to the prevention of smuggling on the 
west coast of Canada. 

SEALING. 

The catch of 04 schooners engaged in 
sealing in 189.") was 70,739 skins, against a 
catch of 91,474 skins by 53 schooners in the 
previous year. 

The very rough weather experienced oil 
the coasts of liritish Columbia and Japan, 
and vicinity of Copper island seriously 
affected operations in those waters, and the 
schooners appear to have been less success- 
ful than in former years in meeting with 
the large herds of seals prior to May I, the 
commencement of the close season for the 
waters mentioned. 

The Retiring sea catch was 9,493 skins 
more than in the year 1891, the seals being 
fairly plentiful and the weather favorable. 

The ju ices realized for the catch of 1895 
compare favorably with those of tho previ- 
ous year. 

The growth of this industry has been 
very rapid, ami the present keen competi- 
tion and consequent high remuneration 
paid to good hunters leaves the margin of 
prolit to owners of schooners much re- 
duced. 

Pull particulars of the catch will be found 
in the appendices. 

This season's catch oil' the coast of British 
Columbia has been more favorable than 
that of last year, and the catch in Japanese 
waters is about the average. 

The International Commission has gone 
to the Behring sea to study the habits of 
the seal and the nature ol the industry, 
with a view to arriving at a mutual under- 
standing and agreement, if possible, where- 
by the seals may be preserved. 

I.UMHlCltlNO. 

There was a steady improvement in the 
lumper industry during the year 181)5. the 
quantity cut being 112,884,(1-10 feet, or about 
40 per cent, more than in the previous 
year. The foreign demand was more wide- 
ly distributed than for some years past, but 
prices were low. The foreign demand has 
continued to improve during the past six 
months at advanced prices. 

A combine of nearly all the exporting 
mills on the Pacific Const has been effected 
and a uniform scab' of prices arranged. 

Attention is again called to the import- 
ance of grading all lumber for export. Such 
specific grading would protect our millmen 
and simplify the work of purchasers when 
placing i u'ders. 

The sawmill being erected at Takush 
1 larbor will be one of the best equipped in 
the province, and will he occupied mainly 
in cutting cypress. The cypress is one of 
our most valuable woods and commands a 
price almost equal to maliogany. 

Particulars of the foreign shipments of 
lumber will he found in the appendices. 
AliRtt'I'I.Tl'RA I. PRODUCTS. 

Satisfactory crops of all kinds of agricul- 
tural produce were raised in liritish Colum- 
bia in 1895, and the area under cultivation 
was larger than previously. It is estimated 
Unit the crop-, of liny, oats, barley, and 
wheat were about double those of 1891. For 
the twelve months ending Jllne 30th, 1895, 
the imports from toreign countries were as 
follows : —

Roots ami vegetables were generally 
good ami large crops are reported from ali 
the districts. During the twelve mouths 
ending June 30th, 1895, 47,300 bushels of 
potatoes were imported, upon which duty 
was paid $7,095.10. 

I'he importation of fruit was checked, 
home grown apples, pears, plums and 
prunes supplying the local maikets, and 
leaving a surplus, which was shipped to 
ttie eastern provinces. 

Canned home-grown fruits continue in 
good demand. 

In sympathy with the United States 
markets on the Pacilic Coast, which were 
overstocked with agricultural produce, 
prices in this province were low.

The demand for the products of the local 
creameries, lately established, is encoura- 
ging farmers to give more attention to 
dairying, whicl is an industry capable of 
great expansion. The visits of Professor 
Robertson with the Dominion government 
travelling dairy are valuable aids in this 
direction, ami advantage is also being 
taken ol the provincial act for incorporating 
cheese and butter associations, under which 
live or more persons may associate them- 
selves for the purpose of manufacturing 
these articles. 

The act passed last session for the en- 
couragement of the dairy industry extends 
aid to districts within certain limits desir- 
ing to erect creameries. This should, wher- 
ever I lie proper conditions exist . stimulate 
the fanners to greater exertions in supply- 
ing the local markets with dairy product's. 

The duty paid on 42,585 pounds of bill ter 
imported during the twelve months ending 
June 30. 181)5. amounted lo $1(1. 531. 1)1. and 
probably three limes as much more was re- 
ceived from Kastern Canada. 

Much valuable information is obtainable 
at the Dominion experimental farm ai 
Agnssiz. At present there are over 2,000 
varieties of fruit under test, besides many 
cereals, roots, fodder plants, cuttle, etc. 
The superintendent, '1. A. Shurpe, visits 
all the provincial agricultural exhibitions 
wilh sail) pies and particulars of bis experi- 
ments, and the farmers can consequently 
receive the full benefits of his observations. 

INDOHTRI \ I, ENTERPRISE. 

The corrected census returns furnish 
some interesting tables, copies of which are 
appended hereto, showing the growth of 
hi ill sh Columbia industrial establish men ts. 
Such establishments have continued to in- 
crease since those particulars were gathered , 
and it is expected that this province will 
hold its position as t be largest manufacturer 
in tho Domiu'on in proportion to popula- 
tion. 

The smelting industry is yet in its initial 
stages, the Pilot Bay smelter being the only 
one in operation in 1895. The company 
employed on an average 200 men daily, at 
wages aggregating $170,000. Only silver 
lend ores were treated and the bullion was 
shipped to the United States to be refined. 
This, however, will not continue, as the 
company is about to erect the refinery 
which was contemplated when it was 
organized. The existing plant consists of 
a concentrator and sampler, and is soar- 
ranged that three additional smelting stacks 
can be erected alongside the one now in 
operation. 

The Trail smelter, which was "blown 
in " for the first time on February 1 hist, is 
treating the copper gold ores of that dis- 
trict. Although the capacity is 250 tons per 
day, it is not equal to the present require- 
ments of Trail. 

The Hall mines smelter is capable of 
treating over 100 Ions of ore daily. The 
ore treated is known as "peacock ore," 
containing. copper, silver and gold. One 
hundred men are steadily employed by the 
Hail Mines Company 

The Dominion government passed an act 
in 1895 to encourage the smelting of gold, 
silver and silver lead ores in Canada, but 
to participate in the bounty the smelting 
works must be in operation before January, 
1897. The bounty is at the rati! of 50 cents

per ton for a term of live years, the total 
payment not to exceed $30,000 in one year. 

That more smelters will soon be built may 
be judged from the fact that during the 
first four months of this year 10,000 tons of 
ore were exported to the United States for 
treatment. 

Two concentrators are reducing the 
silver-lead ores in the Slocan district. 

The lumber mills, sash anil door factories 
also furnish work lor a large number of 
.skilled and ordinary laborers. 

The shipyards, iron foundries, machine 
shops, Hour, rice, and oat mills, spice mills, 
chemical works, paint works, and several 
other industries are capable of supplying 
present local requirements. 

The manufacture of pig iron and the 
smaller sizes of bar iron could he engaged 
in under very favorable conditions in Brit- 
ish Columbia, but this has been referred to 
under the head of minerals. 

Owing to the rapidly increasing demand 
for wood pnlp in the United .States and 
Great Britain, its manufacture is assuming 
large proportions in Eastern Canada, where 
the industry is likely to become one of very 
great importance. This lad is of especial 
interest to British Columbia, in view of the 
immense forest areas and the great variety 
of trees suitable for pulping, and the incom- 
ing council is recommended to investigate 
the conditions favorable to establishing the 
manufacture in this province. 

It is understood, too, that the attention 
of capitalists in lingland has been directed 
to the growth of Has for milling purposes, 
and if reports made are favorable, there i>- 
a possibility flax mills will bo erected here 
with a view to supplying twine for the 
manufacture of lish nets. 

The importance of utilizing lish guano 
and seaweed for fertilizing purposes has bad 
the attention of the Dominion government, 
and the department of agriculture has 
decided to make some experiments to test 
its feasibility by inexpensn v methods, and 
it is hoped the incoming administration 
" ill not lose sight of it. 

PUHIJC WORKS. 

The principal public works carried on 
during the period under review have been 
the provincial government buildings and 
the Dominion post ofliee and custom 
house at Victoria. The stone and masonry 
work of the parliament buildings is now 
nearly completed . and the interior fittings 
are progressing satisfactorily It is ex- 
pected that they will be read y for occupa- 
tion next winter, Whilst this handsome 
structure is very commodious compared 
With the premises in which the official busi- 
ness of the province lias been transacted 
heretofore, it is not considered in advance 
of the public requirements. 

The postal and customs buildings have 
not progressed as rapidly as might have 
been expected. Lately, however, there has 
been an improvement in this respect, and 
it is hoped there will be no fort her delay in 
completing these buildings, which are so 
much needed. 

The court bouse and government oilices 
were erected at Nanaimo at a cost of 
.$27, 80S, and the local government aided by 
a grant of $15,000 the building of a school 
in that city. 

At Ashcroft a bridge across the Thomp- 
son river was built, costing $11,228. A sub- 
stantial bridge was also built at Lytton. 

RAILWAYS. 

There are 800 miles of railway track laid 
in British Columbia — that is,' about one 
mile of railway for each 478 square miles of 
territory. These figures show conclusively 
the necessity for the local and Dominion 
governments adopting a liberal and pro 
gressive railway policy in order to open up 
the vast resources of the province. 

The Canadian Pacific railway and its 
branches is of great service to "those por- 
tions of the province which are tributary, 
but the territory to the north of this rail- 
way, by far the hugest portion of British 
Columbia. Is practically inaccessible. Im- 
mense tracts of grazing lands, much agri- 
cultural land, and enormous mineral wealth 
are at present lyiiigdornuint for want of rail- 
way communication. 

'1 bese resources will be largely opened up 
by the building of the proposed British Pa- 
cific railway, to commence from the north 
terminus of the Ksquimalt & Nanaimo rail- 
way, thence northward Oil Vancouver Is- I 
land to Seymour Narrows, where connec- 
tion would be made with the Mainland. | 
The proposed line would then proceed in | 
an easterly direction, making fir the Yd- I 
lawbcad I ass, the object bcinc to connect 
wit h a railway which would form another 
transcontinental line to the north of the 
Canadian Pacific railway. The company 
formed to build t his proposed railway made i 
proposals to the local government in .March J 
last involving financial assistance, but the j 
terms were not acceptable and there is con- 
sequently further delay in the commence- 
ment of extensive construction work. As 
soon as the break in the negotiations was 
known your council addressed communion- | 
tions to the provincial government ami to 
t he construction company, expressing the 
hope that tin' block might he 
only temporary and that fur- 
ther negotiations would lead to an 
understanding agreeable to both parties. 
The company's charter requires the expen- 
diture of a sum not less than $200,000 per 
annum, commencing on May 1st last, and 
the completion of the line within eight 
years from that date. 

The building of the Canadian Pacific 
Crow's Nest branch line would haven very 
beneficial effect upon tl 
of Kootenay. and it is 1 
eral authorities may give the financial as- 
sistance which is needed to ensure early 
construction. 

The Kaslo & Slocan railway, length 33 
miles, was opened for traffic in November 
last. 

The Nakusp & Slocan line was extended 
from Three forks io tiandon, distance tour 
miles. 

'1'he Nelson ,v fort Shcppard railway was 
continued from five Mile I'oint to Nelson. 

The Canadian Pacific Itevelstoke branch 
line was built from Wigwam to the bead of 
Arrow lake, where boats connect with the 
Nakusp iv. Hlociin railway, Kobson and 
other points on t he Columbia river. 

The Columbia & Western, a narrow 
gauge line, between llossland and 'frail on 
tin' Columbia river, was completed last 
month. 

AIDS '1 o NAVIGATION. 

The lighthouse at Portlock point litis 
completed and operated since November 1 
last and a fog bell is now being established 
there. 

Buoys have been placed at t be entrance ol 
Mud bay and sundheuds, l-'raser river, and 
at Sooke harbor, south ol Vancouver Is- 
land. 

Much remains t o he done to efficiently 
light the coast and islands of this province. 
In February, 1891, a special committee of 
this board reported upon the lights, hea- 
cens, and buoys most urgently required, 
butmany of 'the recommendations made 
and submitted to the Dominion govern- 
ment have not vet been curried out and no 
time should be lost in bringing this mat- 
ter before the noticeof the new adminis- 
tration. 

STIBVKYB, 

Exploratory and subdivisional surveys 
wore continued last summer, hut not on so 
large a scale us in some previous years. 
Nevertheless, much additional and valuable 
information is made available to intending 
settlers and furnishes further proof, if such 
is necessary, that, then: is sufficient agri- 
cultural and grazing land m British Col- 
umbia to sustain a population many times 
greater than that now within our borders. 

The sum of $15,000 was voted for surveys 
to he made this year, and triatiguhltiotl sur- 
veys will he made in the Slocan, Trail 
Creek and Boundary Creek districts lor the 
purpose of ascertaining the general topo- 
graphy of the country ami also to establish 
monuments to which mineral claims can 
be connected.

EDUCATIONAL. 

British Columbia allbrds excellent edu- 
cational opportunities, the schools being 
free and undenominational. In IH'Jo there 
were 17:2 common, 'Hi graded, and 1 high 
schools, under the supervision of trustees 
elected by the ratepayers; at a cost to the 
provincial government of $208,000. 

New school districts can he created by 
the Lieutenant-Clovornor-in-conncil as soon 
as there are fifteen children between (i and 
10 years of age within the limits prescribed. 
For outlying agricultural districts and min- 
ing camps this arrangement is very advan- 
tageous. 

STEAMSHIP SERVICE. 

The Canadian Pacific Steamship Com- 
pany's service with China and Japan has 
been continued and the sailings have been 
regular, with full freights and passenger 
lists on each occasion. 

The Northern Pacific Steamship Com- 
pany have found.it necessary to put on ad- 
ditional steamers; sailing ships also have 
been employed during some months of the 
past. year. 

The Oregon Railway and Navigation 
Company's .steamship service lias been 
maintained. 

'fhe direct steamships running between 
Canada and Australia find full freights 
from this end. and it is probable that an- 
other steamship will he put on this line 
very soon, 

All these steamship-! call at Victoria on 
both the outward and inward voyages; the 
Canadian Pacihc ships, however, did not 
come alongside the wharl until June 22 
last , when t he Empress of Japan was dock- 
ed for the li rst time. 

THE YUKON COUNTRY. 

The application of this hoard for an im- 
proved mail service to the Yukon was met 
by the Dominion government granting an 
allowance for three mails during this sea- 
son, instead of only one heretofore. 

This board also reported the advantages 
British Columbia merchants would derive 
if mails from Alaska could he landed at 
Victoria instead ot being carried past this 
port on to Seattle and from there returned; 
likewise, that the return mails for the North 
should be despatched direct from this port, 
bast month arrangements were made to 
facilitate the transmission of correspond- 
ence between Alaska and Victoria on the 
lines here indicated. 

A special committee of this board re- 
cently reported upon the tiading prospects 
of the Yukon, which are yearly becoming 
of greater importance. The committee 
state that most of the supplies ate now 
taken in via the St. Michael's, Bell ring sea 
and the lower Yukon river, a long route 
only open for a short time in each year, 
anil they recommend a slioreer route via 
Lynn canal, which is accessible by sea- 
going vessels. By following the White 
pass, a portage of about thirty miles, the 
navigable waters of the Yukon are reached. 
It was urged that the local and Dominion 
governments should assist financially in 
building a road over the pass, and bonus 
some person or company who would oper- 
ate steamers on the upper waters of the 
Yukon river; the reason assigned being 
that the opening of the proposed route 
would enable miners who desire to winter 
elsewhere to remain in the Yukon country 
later in the year than is now possible ; be- 
sides making British Columbia merchants 
independent of the United States trans- 
portation com panics which also control the 
trade of the Yukon. 

'fhe assistance asked for was not granted, 
hut the Dominion government is having a 
survey made of another route via the 
Stickcen river and Teslin lake, with the 
view of building a wagon road or light rail- 
way between the points mentioned. 

ALASKA BOUNDARY LIKE. 

It is satisfactory to know that the atten- 
tion of the Dominion government has, by 
the wide publicity given to the contention 
of the people of this province with respect 
to the Alaska boundary line, been specially 
directed to the claims v> Inch it is important 
to have recognized, and that the matter has 
bail the consideration of the Imperial gov- 
ernment as well ; so I bat whatever rights are 
possessed by virtue of the treaty of 1825 are 
not likely to he overlooked in "the final ad- 
jtisiment of the dispute. 

In this connection it may he pointed out 
that during the recent rush to Alaska 
many British subjects from this province 
were included, who, in order to take advan- 
tage of the mining laws of the United* 
Slates, were necessarily required to fore- 
swear their allegiance, whereas Americans 
are under no such obligation in coining to 
British Columbia. Representations should 
he made to the Dominion government 
which may induce it to take steps to reme- 
dy this inequality. 

TR V DE WITH JA I' AN. 

In the board's previous report attention 
was directed to the treaty of commerce en- 
tered into between Great Britain and 
Japan, which secured to Canada, Australia 
anil certain other British possessions, 
"most favored nation'' privileges, upon 
notice of desire to obtain the same given to 
the Japanese government within two 
years trom the 'date of the ratification of 
the treaty. The Dominion of Canada has 
not yet given such notice. At a conference 
of the Premiers of Australia.it was ic- 
solved that it was not expedient for those 
colonies to take advantage of the arrange- 
ment made in their behalf by the Mother 
Country. 

While the Japanese will sm.ii be able to 
furnish themselves with nearly all they 
use and wear and eat, without assistance 
from foreign countries, they will be com- 
pelled to buy many raw materials, princi- 
pally cotton and iron. 

The Japanese are rapidly developing into 
a manufacturing nation, and with abund- 
ance of cheap labor, even of tin- skilled 

class, they will si 1..- large exporters in 

lii.es which come in competition with Can- 
adian manufactures. 

(ONOUEHS or CIIAMIIKKK OP COMMERCE. 

The t bird t longress of Chambers of < iom- 
merce of the Km pi re was held af London on 
the tub to 12th ultimo, and Mr. Robert 
Ward, u lio s i ably represented this hoard 
at the previous congress, Benin acted in a 
similar capacity. Mr. Wards report of the 
proceedings contains much valuable infor- 
mation, and his remarks on the principal 
subject debated . namely, Commercial rela- 
tions between I he Mother Country and her 
colonies and dependencies arc particularly 
interesting. 

The report will be found in the appen- 
dices. 

Till: I'ROHI'KCT. 

Notwithstanding the substantial advance 
made by the Province as a whole during 
the past twelve months, the business of t be 
Coast cities has not largely increased ; nor 
is this a mutter for surprise, seeing the 
principal mining development has been in 
the interior. The towns recently estab- 
lished in Kootenay have drawn many sup- 
plies direct from Eastern Canada and the 
United States, freight rates being in favor 
of this arrangement. There is no means of 
ascertaining the extent of the inlcr-pro- 
vincial trade, hut. the Nelson customs re- 
turns show that importations from the 
United States have averaged about $75,000 
per month. The outlook fur the Coast 
cilies is, however, encouraging, since upon 
the islands and portions of the Mainland 
with which our merchants can trade on 
more favorable terms than is possible with 
Kootenay, the development of t he mini's is 
now assured. 

MINERAL DEVELOPMENT. 

'fhe realization of the vast mineral 
wealth wiil ot necessity stimulate every 
other industry, and for the agriculturist 
the Province afiords exceptional advan- 
tages—fertile lands, mild climate and cer- 
tainty of a large expansion of those mar- 
kets which even now are compelled to draw 
from beyond our borders agricultural sup-

plies to the value of about two and a half 
millions ol' dollars annually. 

Attention is directed to the principle 
upon which some milling companies are 
formed, 'fhe system of capitalizing slightly 
developed mineral claims for large sums 
of money and selling the stock at a small 
percentage of the par value is, in case of 
the liquidation of the company, fraught 
with serious consequences to the holders 
and in any event prejudicial to the proper 
development of the mine. The laws of 
British Columbia are opposed ton company 
selling its stock at a discount, yet these 
have been evaded in the ease of so ill e mining 
ventures. Discontinuance of this practice 
and compliance with the provincial laws will 
he some guarantee that companies an 1 
formed for the purpose of working the 
mines instead of unduly en rich i lie the pro- 
moters of the schemes. The incoming 
council should look into this matter, and. 
if necessary, bring it to the notice of the 
provincial government with the view of 
remedial legislation. 

That a BOJiguiue view of the future of 
British Columbia is warranted may he 
judged by the high standing of our provin- 
cial stocks and municipal debentures in the 
financial markets. 

EX l'ojirs AND IMI'ORTN. 

It is also pleasing to note that the ex- 
ports have airain increased during the past 
twelve months, and exceed hv about a niii- 
lion and a half of dollars those ot any pre- 
vious year, the total being approximately 
ten mid a half million dollars. 

The imports, too. show a very substantial 
increase compared with the year ending 
June 30, IW>. from returns available it 
appcarsthat t his city alone has contributed 
to the federal treasury during the past 
vcar $S(i , ;.. r ;S! i.trj for duty and inland rev- 
enue.

only by the fullest discussion and inter- 
change of opinions in a 'give-and-take' 
spirit can they be surmounted. The 
delegates are again under deep obliga- 
tions to the London chamber for the 
complete success of its organization of 
the congress, for the numerous social 
al tract ions and courtesies extended to 
them, and for the many acts of thoughtful 
kindness, the recollection ol" which will 
long bo treasured by those who were 
privileged to partake of them. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. 
Ward for his report. 

The advisability of reducing the ad- 
mission feo of members carao up for dis- 
cussion on a motion of Hon. li. W. Pearse 
to reduce the fee from if'SO to $15. An 
amendment was made by Mr. Hay ward, 
fixing tho fee at if'JO, and this was 
adopted.

Chief Deasy Files His Answer to the 
Char ires of Alderman 
Macmillan, 



And the Aldermen Agree That They 
Were Not .Instilled 
By Facts. 



Between 10 and 11 o'clock last night 
the investigation into Aid. Macmillan's 
charges against the chief of the lire de- 
partment terminated after conclusive 
evidence for the defensive had been sub- 
mitted. The defence was conducted by 
Chief Deasy, and was in effect outlined 
in the following statement which he sub- 
mitted when all the witnesses hud been 
heard : 

"To His Worship the Mayor and Board 
„J Ahienneu. 

" < 1 es ri.r.MKN : — I have the honor to 
acknowledge receipt ol copy of 
complaints filed by Aid. Macoiil- 
lan re lire on Leigh ton road. 
In reply thereto 1 respectfully submit 
the following : 

" First, with reference to the prompt- 
ness of the department, a hack man 
driving on Oak Hay avenue noticed n 
lire breaking through the root of a frame 
building. He drives to the burning 
structure and then drives over one and 
a half miles to thu nearest tire hull, 
neglecting to use the tire alarm boxes or 
telephone on the way. The firemen 
then drive a mile and a half to the lire. 
I cannot stale how prompt the hackmnn 
was in delivering the alarm, but I am 
sure that a rapid run was made to the 
tire. With telephones and alarm boxes 
along the road, and a telephone rented 
by the city in Aid. Macmillan's resi- 
dence within one hundred yards of the 
tire, the blame, ii any, rests with those 
who saw the blaze and neglected !o 
notify us promptly. 

"Second. The co.nplaint that not 
sufficient apparatus was brought 
on the ground is met by the following 
At the time ol the lire the only reliable 
engine in the city was undergoing 
pairs, and, although in service, was 
iiahle to break down on a long run . 
took a hose carriage, men and !H)0 feet 
of hose to the lire, leaving only one en 
sine, one truck and one chemi 
cal in service in the buainesi 
centre of the city. With the appa 
ratus mentioned we saved Mr, Baxter's 
residence and Mr. Me I farty's stable, all 
that could be saved after we reached the 
scene. I <lo not believe in endangering 
the whole city by taking everything 
away for miles on such an alarm as 1 re- 
ceived. Cadboro Bay road is six miles 
long, and the news transmitted to me 
w.is 'There is a lire on Cadboro Bay 
road.' Again, the blame, if any, restson 
other shoulders. J asked for protection 
in that section ill seven yearly reports. 
None was provided outside of a hose 
cart, with hose, which is stored "Of 
yards from the tire and which the resi- 
dents of the locality neglected to use. 
It cannot be placed at my door if 1 have 
insufficient apparatus to protect every 
portion of the city. 

" Third. That a telephone message for 
help, sent to the central fire hall met 
with a refusal. In reply permit me to 
state that no telephone message for help 
was sent on the morning in question be- 
fore we left for the lire. This J can prove 
by a dozen witnesses. 

" tourth, That a gentleman who 
drove in a hack to the central lire hull to 
apprise the department of the tire com- 
plained of having received discourteous 
treatment. Answer — 11 any gentleman 
had any complaint to make the proper 
course would be to write the 
head of the department; should 
the chief neglect his duty 
report to his superiors. No complaint, 
of any description, reached nie. Actin 
on purported remarks published in the 
newspapers, I demanded a written ex- 
planation from Engineer Lund. His 
-tatement, with a declaration signed by 
four others, I submitted some days ago. 
The engineer denies the charge. 

"In conclusion, gentlemen, permit me 
to state that Tarn willing to stand prose 
cution, but persecution has been my lot 
from certain quarters for some time. I 
am willing to do my duty as fearlessly 
in the future us in the past, but I re- 
spectfully protest against petty warfare, 
which tends to demoralize any depart 
ment, If I have the confidence of 
inv superiors it will be a pleasure to re- 
tain it, if there is any fault I ask and ex- 
pect no consideration. As you are aware 
the tire department of any city requires 
x man at its bead with independence 
enough to fear or favor none so long as 
he does his duty. This kind of aervice 
I have given for many years. 

" (Sd.) Thomas Deabv, 
" Chief of Fire Department.' 

After the foregoing statement had been 
ie:id, Chief Deasy and Ida men were 
asked to retire, and the committee with 
Aid. Macmillan present, considered the 
charges. After aome deliberation tin 
Mayor secured the individual opinion of 
all the aldermen. 

The charge made " that the telephone 
message sent to the fire ball met with a 
refusal," was withdrawn by Aid. Mac- 
millan. Ah for the other charges the 
aldermen all voted that they had not 
been sustained, with one exception, and 
this was provided by Aid. Humphrey, 
who refrained from giving a decision on 
the matter of the insufficiency of the 
apparatus on the scene of the lire. The 
official report of the resultof the inquiry 
will not be made known until Monday.
